Various telegraph wires have been cut, rails 
have been torn up and roads have been blocked be- 
tween Cork and Dublin. An attack was made on 
the Drogheda barracks. Several vollies were fired 
at the assailants who retreated in confusion, bearing 
away several killed and wounded. The Fenians ap- 
pear to have a quasi state of discipline among them 
that prevents outrages upon the persons and prop- 
erty of private subjects.
